The large item in the foregoing account is for putting 
water into the village cemeteries. We are glad to report 
that we were enabled to do it within the special appropria- 
tion made by the town. The work, so far as the committee 
can judge,—and it was thoroughly inspected by competent 
parties—has been well done and the equipment seems to 
be a success; and it will prove, we think, to be of very 
great advantage and convenience. 

We have kept the cemeteries in good condition, and they 
present a greatly improved appearance. ‘The roads leading 
to the cemeteries near the center of the town have been re- 
made and repaired, and their condition is fairly good. They 
are certainly in a safe condition, and by proper care can 
be kept so without great expense. 
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All bills contracted by the committee have been paid. 
The special deposits for individual lots, are now invested 
in the name of the town, as appears by the report of the 
treasurer, and such lots have been properly cared for during 
the current year and are in good condition. 

We respectfully recommend that the sum of $300 be 
raised and appropriated at the annual meeting, to meet the 
expenses of the coming year in making necessary repairs, 
and for care of cemeteries. This amount, we think, will 
be sufficient to keep them and the roads leading thereto, in 
as good condition as they now are, and with a chance for 
improvement.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Wilton :— 


The School Board respectfully submit the following re- 
port. 

The annual meeting of the district was held March 16, 
1907, at which Stanley H. Abbot was elected a member of 
the Board for three years in place of Mr. Warren K. Put- 
nam, whose term had expired. | 

The Board organized by the choice of Stanley H. Abbot, 
chairman; Mrs. May K. Barrett, secretary, and Richard M. 
Moore, treasurer. 

Regular meetings of the Board have been held on the 4th 
Friday of each month,.and otherwise when necessary, for 
the settlement of the various questions at issue. 

The school houses of the town with the exception of the 
Village school are plain and old. The floors are worn, 
and they are somewhat weather beaten. They are, however, 
in fair condition considering the above. Some minor re- 
pairs have been made, but no radical changes. 

The High School building, however, is in especially good 
condition in view of the length of its service, for which 
credit is due the janitor, Mr. Warren K. Putnam. 

The Board were about to make needed changes and en- 
largement in connection with the West school house, but as 
an offer of assistance towards meeting the expense of mov- 
ing the house to a more suitable spot was made, operations 
were suspended till the District could have opportunity to 
act in the matter. 

It seems likely that in the coming year changing condi- 
tions may make it possible to economize by reducing the 
number of outside schools. This has been contemplated 
during the past year, but as vet the way has not been clear. 
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The Board has had various occasions to enforce the school 
attendance of minors, and would request the co-operation 
of all citizens that none such be deprived of their rights 
under our laws. 

On a recent occasion the no school signal created some 
confusion by being mistaken for the fire signal. While it 
seems that there should be no mistake if the signals were 
accurately given, we would recommend that the annual 
meeting consider if any satisfactory or less objectionable 
arrangement can be adopted. 

The School Board feel that the present condition of the 
schools of town is exceptionally good and that we have 
an able and devoted teaching force. 

We would also advise that parents and others interested 
take more frequent opportunity to visit and inspect the 
work. Should this be done, we think there would be found 
small occasion for criticism, and the teachers would be en- 
couraged by interests manifested.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the School Board of Wilton :— 


The close of another year brings us to a time of retro- 

spect of the school work for my second annual report. 

Throughout the country during the past year there has 
been a grand movement for outward progress, and the Wil- 
ton schools have been marching in the line. 

The work which has been done and the improvements 
which have been made have been in a very quiet manner 
that has created no internal commotion or special interest ; 
yet there has been a gradual steady growth. 

To those who have had the opportunity of visiting and 
watching the daily work of the schools, the advance in 
system and methods of our schools must be apparent. If all 
the tax payers could keep closer in touch with the schools 
and learn of the work that is being done, they would feel 
much better satisfied with the returns we are getting for 
the money invested in our schools. 

The highest aim of education should be to train manhood 
and womanhood for highest citizenship and the greatest 
enjoyment of the best and most there is in life. 

The education of our schools is free to all, and the work 
is becoming more attractive and adaptable to the needs of 
the general public. The increase of interest in education 
is not due wholly to the fact that parents are becoming more 
anxious for their children to get a classical education, but 
that the schools are becoming broader in their scope, and 
the American conceptions of education at public expense 
are growing more comprehensive. ‘i 

Instead of teaching Grammar school childfen merely to 
do puzzles with symbols, and to memorize barren ‘inflect- 
ions, we are, though too slowly, vielding to the up-to-date 
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impulse to grant to all boys and girls, poor and sick, the 
privilege of free schooling for whatever their proposed 
calling—their birthright to a start in life. The modern 
principle of free general education and training, if carried 
out to its legitimate results, has great possibilities, and may 
even help to solve the modern problems of labor, capital 
and finance. In this industrial age, our educational train- 
ing ought to be directed to the training of skilled labor. 
This is of special interest to every tax payer, and if the 
training of these workmen is at public expense and under 
public control, the questions of employment and wages will 
be settled on the fair and normal basis of efficiency and not 
be at the mercy of a trust of capital of money, nor a trust 
of labor. . 

This, however, is an ideal for the larger communities ; 
vet the opportunities and advantages of our schools suffi- 
ciently warrant the introduction of the arts and crafts, or 
some manual training. The financial condition is the great 
objection to the introduction of this advance work, yet 
something can, and should be done. We cannot begin 
everything at once, but we may foster worthy ideals and 
have definite aims. 

A great effort has been put forth during the past year to 
have all pupils gain an ability for more intelligent reading, 
to acquire a better knowledge and use of the English lair 
guage; to gain freedom of movement and legibility in 
penmanship; and to get a better knowledge of geography 
by a more definite study of the world’s industries, their re- 
lation to natural resources, and the relations of situation, 
climate, natural resources, productions and occupations. 
Much of the study of geography has been far too abstract. 

We are trying to give the pupils a practical, useable 
knowledge of the subjects considered. Modern methods 
and writers of modern arithmetics are endeavoring to dis- 
criminate just what few things the child may work and 
drill on to gain the most useful results. In the past chil- 
dren have spent much time upon arithmetic with dispro- 
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portionately small results, either in accuracy or in reason- 
ing. The development of the latter has been most sadly 
neglected. We are putting strong emphasis upon this 
phase. The geometrical relations are more elementary 
than the complex symbolic language of arithmetic. Chil- 
dren have been taught to juggle with figures, without real- 
izing or appreciating their content. They have learned 
rules and processes without the thought behind these sym- 
bols. Hence when the boy has finished school, he is 
wholly unable to meet the simplest demands of the commer- 
cial world. The ability to work puzzles, and to clear up a 
very complex arrangement of figures may be commendable, 
but it is better that the child understand commercial terms 
and usages, and to be able to work every day business 
arithmetic. 

We have by no means yet reached the goal, nor is the 
regeneration of arithmetic complete, but we believe we 
have the clue upon the track of the monster who has puz- 
zled the brains and worried the nerves of the children, and 
given but little in return. We aim to teach business and 
commercial arithmetic in such a manner-in the lower grades 
that if the child should leave school from the sixth grade 
he may be better able to do the arithmetic necessary for 
general life, and that ere long the business men, who have 
so justly complained, may be better satisfied with the figur- 
ing of their clerks fresh from the schools. 

In other studies the effort is likewise to emphasize the 
intent of the subject, based upon the principles, and true 
values as distinguished from the accessory elements. So 
also in matter of discipline and morals. We are 
emphasizing the important scientific study of the indi- 
vidual child, his capabilities and needs. We are learning 
that the child is a somebody, that in nearly every child there 
runs a golden thread of efficiency, and it is the work of the 
educator to find which way the thread is coursing, and to 
so wisely direct it, and to so supervise his development that

he will be in the line of success and will learn to share his 
own responsibilities. 

We are emphatically seeing the lack of the parental train- 
ing of the former country home where the child was closely 
guarded and directed, and his duties of work were such 
that his idle hours for mischief and injury were very few. 
Just how the old-fashioned parental training is to be re- 
placed by something as effective is not yet determined to 
everybody’s satisfaction ; and the transition period is marked 
by this deplorable era of license of liberty tending toward 
hoodlumism. But we must not confuse the real ends with 
accidental conditions. Greater liberty of self-control will 
undoubtedly develop better manhood and stronger woman- 
hood if the craft of life is not shipwrecked in battling with 
the storms of circumstances and environment while seeking 
the desired haven. In view of the present conditions, the 
minority of parents may stand more closely to virtue, but 
the work of supplying the moral home training of the past 
falls upon the schools. Our schools are doing this work 
well, and we solicit the help and co-operation of the parents 
in the disciplinary training of their children. They should 
stand with recognized authority as the sealers of moral 
weights and measures. 

Parents should treat with contempt the misconduct of 
their children rather than treating it lightly or siding with 
them against the discipline of the school. It is a notable 
pleasing fact that, almost without exception, the discipline 
of our schools is very commendable, uncommonly good; but 
the conduct and moral influence of the children out of 
school is often far from what it should be. To better 
these conditions, is especially essential in the child’s train- 
ing, and for the best good of the community, the teacher 
needs the earnest co-operation of the parents and friends. 

Some have a feeling that our school system requires too 
much work on the part of pupils for their own good. It 
is true that the coileves are raising their standards and de- 
manding more and more of the High Schools, and in turn 
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we must demand more of the grades, and care must be 
taken lest we run our train of progress to a speed destruc- 
tive to the health of its passengers. Good health and vigor 
are more valuable than the best education secured at the 
expense of the loss of these. 

We are working with this clearly in view. A change 
of interests, gymnastic exercises, and a knowledge of the 
care of the body are safeguards against this evil. Manual 
training would be a great benefit to those who do not have 
the manual labor on the farm. Of grade pupils who are 
willing to work in school hours but very little, if any, home 
study should be required. That time should be free for 
manual work, recreating and profitable elective reading ; and 
with a proper division of time it is needless for High School 
pupils to keep late study hours. 

In opposition to the argument for the danger of over- 
work, is the closer articulation of grade with grade, so that 
each teacher can take up the work where the previous 
teacher stopped, and the taking of each step carefully and 
thoroughly, thus avoiding the great loss of time in going 
back again and again; the improved methods of work, the 
broader training and the greater earnestness and efficiency 
of our teachers resulting in making every moment in the 
school room count for education,—these factors have made 
it possible that a larger education can be obtained in a 
shorter time. : 

Since the schools of the state generally are trying to fol- 
low, as a course of study, the “Program of Studies for the 
Common Schools of New Hampshire,” it seems wise that 
our schools follow that course as nearly as possible. As 
the state course is arranged for eight grades, and our 
schools have a nine years course in preparation for the 
High School, some changes were necessary. During the 
summer vacation the superintendent provided a Supplement 
to the State Course adapting it to the nine-grade system. 
The course for the first six years was but slightly changed. 
The work of the ninth grade is largely review work and 
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preparatory for the High School. Copies of the ‘State 
Course” with the supplement were placed in the desk of 
every school room. This course has been carefully follow- 
ed and nearly all work is now on schedule. In some cases 
it will take a little longer time to bring the work up to 
schedule, as the necessary amount of work has not been 
done in the past. The teachers now have something defi- 
nite to follow. Generally the schools are well graded and 
most pupils are working in the grade for which they are 
best fitted. While we aim to avoid being too mechanical, 
and we believe that promotion should depend on develop- 
ment and ability, we are confident that when the system is 
in full working order, it will be far more satisfactory and 
will prevent so much “turning back,” every term, or every 
time a new teacher takes up the work. The advantages of 
this systematic work are discussed above. 

We are living in an age when education demands that 
children learn something about many things. Considering 
the facts which have been presented, this can be done with- 
out injury to the child for the opportunities are so great and 
the means so easy. We are decidedly too commercial in 
this age. There is too great a desire to specialize. Too 
often the child and parents question, “What is the use of 
studying that subject?” ‘What is that to do with ‘making 
a harness?’ Specialists there must be in this age of di- 
vision of labor, and we must lay a foundation with this in 
view ; but it is a pity that so many interesting, useful] and 
really vital subjects must be neglected, as the busy Ameri- 
can child rushes on to his goal, stopping only to take the 
knowledge that will help him to excel in his specialty. 
Happy today the pupil that may go through school plucking 
blossoms and fruit by the way, without being driven by 
the consciousness of what he is going to have to be. 

We certainly must, as educators, lay more stress than 
ever upon thoroughness. Honest labor is the real basis of 
success. The world is coming more and more to realize 
the value of real worth, “pulls”? and striking ability to 
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“catch on” are counting less. The boy who can do things; 
who does not look at the clock too often; the boy who can 
always be trusted and depended upon, who has the interest 
of the firm at heart, rather than to see how quickly jobs can 
be done, is the boy who is in demand and receives the 
quickest promotions. 

We need to develop power and efficiency. Personality 
counts tremendously today. Age may command reverence, 
but it is personality and efficiency that wields the power. 
Where can the young American knight go today to acquire 
the treasure of an efficient and refined personality? It is 
the public school which has proved itself to be the bulwark 
and fortress of this nation and the maker of its citizens. 
We make an appeal to the patrons and friends to support 
our school teachers in their vigorous efforts to inculcate 
that virtuous regard for property, social ideals, rights of 
others, morality and politeness and ambition to win suc- 
cess, in the minds and beings of the children. 

Our teachers deserve the support and good will of the 
parents, and generally they have it; for which we are grate- 
ful. With a union of purpose and effort the great and 
mighty responsible work of our schools will be a success. 


SUPERVISION. 


It has not been the aim of the superintendent to make any 
radical changes in the school system or its operations, 
neither has he had time to visit or work publicly for the 
educational interests at large with the people. Be it ad- 
mitted that a superintendent should do this, it has been im- 
possible as his time and interests have been entirely taken 
in looking after the details of the schools. 

A complete course of study has been provided, and there 
has been a constant effort to bring the work to schedule and 
to improve the character of instruction in all lines. 
The schools have been constantly supplied with the neces- 
sary supplies for the most efficient work, at the same time 
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striving for the strictest economy. All schools have been 
supplied with a sufficient amount of supplementary readers 
representing the three essential phases, literary, historical 
and geographical, with the necessary basal text books in all 
subjects. 

The work of the schools has been carefully systematized 
with a complete, yet not cumbersome system of reports and 
records. 

Special examinations and tests now and then, and two or 
three general examinations, during the year are given all 
pupils by the superintendent. Considering the motive for 
which they have been given, the results are very satisfactory. 

It is the work of the superintendent to have a general 
watch care and oversight of all the school work; to direct, 
guide and help in every detail internally and externally con- 
nected with the school work. 

Teachers’ meetings have been held at various times. 
Addresses have been given by the superintendent, local and 
other educators. Some of the meetings have been spent 
in a discussion of educational subjects by superintendent 
and teachers. 

The duties of the superintendent are not very specific but 
they are manifold. The public can not get any right con- 
ception of the amount or character of the work, or its re- 
sults, except by personal observation or investigation. It 
is only by faithfully looking after minor details that im- 
provements can be made and progressive work accomplished. 
This can not be accomplished at once. It must be a grad- 
ual growth. While but little which is strikingly noticeable 
has been accomplished, we are confident that we are on the 
safe and sure road of progress. 

No large enterprise can be the greatest success without — 
expert supervision, and expert school supervision is a mark 
of onward progress which is rapidly being adopted. It may 
have its disadvantages and faults, yet experience has shown 
its advantages and that it is essential for progress. 
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The earnest co-operation of the teachers, pupils, and 
people so far as they have been concerned, has been pleas- 
ing and commendable. 


TEACHERS. 


A number of our teachers are Normal graduates, and 
when a new teacher is employed it should be a Normal 
graduate; yet we would not depreciate the value of the 
service of our teachers who are not Normal graduates, for 
years of growing experience coupled with professional read- 
ing and study.are more valuable than the Normal training 
without them. “A combination of the two makes the natural 
teacher most efficient. Unless she be a local teacher, such 
a teacher can not be retained long at the salaries we pay. 
It is also hard to get Normal graduates at the salary paid 
in the rural schools. 

What was said about teachers’ salaries last year is in 
general true this year. A move in the right direction was 
made when one dollar was added to each teacher’s salary 
last spring. While the whole amount of salaries paid 
teachers may seem large, yet the individual salaries are 
not large as compared with salaries in other places and 
other professions. 

There ought to be a graded scale of salaries with a mini- 
mum and a maximum proportionate to the length and char- 
acter of service. Such a scheme which is in vogue in most 
of the larger and best school districts would tend to pro- 
mote better service, be more satisfactory to teachers and 
possibly save money. 

It is needless to add anything to what was given in last 
year’s report in commendation of the valued service of our 
faithful teachers. We appreciate that we have a very good 
corps of teachers. 
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CHANGE OF TEACHERS. 


In place of Miss Blood who was obliged to resign on 
account of her father’s illness, Miss Edith Jerome was se- 
cured as teacher of the third grade. Miss Amy Dorsett 
was elected as first assistant or teacher of languages, in 
the High School to fill the position held by Miss Coyne 
who resigned to accept a position in Lynn. The other vil- 
lage teachers remained the same as last year for the greater 
part of this year. 

The children and friends of Abbott Hill school very sorely 
regretted the loss of their much esteemed teacher, Miss 
Cooper, but her place is well filled by Miss Mary Keyes. 
Miss Julia Fernald has done excellent service and is giving 
general satisfaction in the Kimball school. Miss Annie 
Curtis has kept the work quietly and surely moving in the 
West Wilton school and Miss Mabelle Duncklee is teaching 
the Center school in place of Miss Olive Livermore who 
successfully taught the fall term. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


Though the members have somewhatly thinned out, the 
High School started this year with an uncommonly large 
enrollment. The number of graduates from the Grammar 
school who had the courage to enter upon the work and the 
continuity to complete it is not as large as was hoped. 

When the people of our District more fully realize the 
value of the higher education, and the interest in the High 
School and the School Spirit increases as it should, Wilton 
will be able to furnish pupils enough, with those who may 
come from neighboring towns, to make a good sized High 
School. Though the school is not large in numbers, the 
character of its pupils is good and its possibilities are large. 

At a recent visit of inspection by the State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, he pronounced the school worthy of 
the state approval which it has held. Some matters of 
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needed improvement were pointed out, and a strong effort 
is being put forth to bring the character and work of the 
High School to the standing of the average High Schools 
of the state. The chemical laboratory has been improved 
and cases added, as far as possible, and the equipment in- 
creased to the requirement of the state department. This 
involved some small expense, yet it was absolutely necessary 
for state approval of the school. Next year the physical 
laboratory must be fully equipped. 

The school has been somewhatly behind schedule in some 
subjects. This condition is largely the result of poor work 
and lack of proper training in the previous years of the 
school children. This does not imply that there have not 
been some years of good work, but there has been a lack of 
thorough work in part of the school life. With the united 
earnest effort of the pupils and teachers the work can be 
brought to the schedule and the proper standard. We be- 
lieve there is being a great improvement made, and that, ere 
long, the people of Wilton will have reason to be proud of 
their High School. 

A necessary feature for the success of the school is a 
larger force of boys. Boys are the makers of the nation, 
and though girls may excel in scholarship, boys are to a 
great extent the makers of a successful school. We would 
speak in highest terms of the girls of our school and among 
the boys we have some excellent students, yet a larger num- 
ber of boys is needed. 

Boys and parents who consider. that a High School train- 
ing is effeminate and not essential for the business life are 
mistaken. We do not so much need a few highly educated 
men who shall stand as peers and lords above their fellows, 
as that the general public shall have a better practical edu- 
cation and brought to a higher plane of living. The true 
education does not spoil a boy for work, but enables him to 
better and more easily do the common tasks of life. 

Today a High School training, at least, is required for 
all positions of trust and importance. The trained mind is 
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better prepared than the untrained for the crisis of life and 
business. Experience is most valuable, yet the broad found- 
ation of school training is essential. ‘The courses of our 
High Schools ought to be more in keeping with the practi- 
cal demands of the times. , 

More attention might well be given to the sciences, arts 
and crafts, commercial subjects and manual training. Con- 
sidered from this standpoint more boys ought to have the 
“grit” to take up and “hang to” the High School course. | 

A more detailed report of last year’s graduation and the 
prospects for this year, and of the school work in general 
is given by the High School principal. 


VILLAGE SCHOOLS. 


The graduation exercises of the Grammar school at the 
close of last year did great credit to the school, and spoke 
highly of the character of the work done in the school. 

The school was very fortunate in retaining the efficient 
services of Mrs. Charman as teacher of the eight and ninth 
grades, but we deeply felt our loss when she resigned at 
Thanksgiving time to accept a much more lucrative posi- 
tion. Considering the dearth of teachers at the time, we 
were very fortunate in being able to secure Miss Ella Smith 
who has so ably filled the position made vacant. 

With the present efficient corps of teachers, the children 
ought to come up well prepared for the High school or 
for the common duties of life. A surprisingly great im- 
provement has been made in the school work during the past 
year. The grades were quite behind in some subjects, but 
all now are well on schedule. Much credit is due the 
teachers for the earnest work done. el 

By the arrangement of the village grades a year ago, 
ten years were required to complete ‘the grade work. A 
change has been made so that now there are only nine 
vear’s work. At the first consideration, it seemed that this 
change could not be made without some confusion, but by 
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promoting some of the pupils of the two-year second grade, 
it was worked out very satisfactorily. 

Copies of new Home Geographies and American Hero 
Stories have been put into the fourth grade. New histories 
have also been put into the fifth and sixth grades. Thus 
those grades take up a simple connected study of United 
States history, and are much better prepared for the ad- 
vanced work which is begun in the seventh grade. Some 
new supplementary reading books have been added which 
brings the grade of reading within the comprehension of 
the children. The great fault in reading has been that the 
pupils have learned merely to pronounce words without 
being able to grasp the meaning of the sentences. This con- 
dition has been brought about largely by the grade of read- 
ing being beyond the comprehension of the child. 

The much needed new modern arithmetics have been put 
into all the schools. The board wisely considered the ex- 
penditure of only about sixty dollars to be a good invest- 
ment for the best interests of the schools. With these new 
books, the teachers can much better follow the Course of 
Study, and the work given in these books is far better for 
the development of the reasoning powers. The continued 
right use of this method of reasoning by relations, will cer- 
tainly show the advantages by producing better mathema- 
ticians. 

No more need be said about the aims and plans of our 
work than is discussed in a general way in the first part 
of this report. We are certainly trying to find the secret of 
best instruction and true education, and the Wilton schools 
stand well among the better schools of the state. 


RURAL SCHOOLS. 


The Rural schools have been supplied with the same books 
and supplies as the Village school, and as far as possible, 
the same grade of work is being done. Of course, it is 
impossible, to do just as efficient work in the small mixed 
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schools as in the schools of one or two grades. Considered 
from a financial standpoint, as well as from an educational 
view, it would be economy to close some of the very small 
rural schools, and either transport to the village schools, or 
unite with some other rural school, until the number of 
pupils in that district is larger. 

It has been suggested that the Middletown and Intervale 
schools might be conveniently closed for a time. If these 
could be closed better advantages could be given the chil- 
dren and expense saved. Reckoning on the number of 
pupils in some of the small schools, it is costing from $28 
to $38 a year to educate each pupil, while the average cost 
per pupil for the town is about $22.30. 

Aside from what has been said of some of the other rural 
schools, Davisville school is worthy of special commendation 
for the character of school work done, and the care of the 
school room and yard. Under the direction of the teacher, 
Miss Hartshorn, the improvement which has been made is 
very gratifying. 

The work of all the rural schools might be commended, 
but we can not take the space to note particulars. Consid- 
ering the salaries paid, the district is fortunate in the grade 
of teachers which it has in its rural schools. Special at- 
tention has been given to the care of school buildings and 
grounds. We hope for an improvement in care of books. 


MUSIC. 


It is needless to add much to the supervisor’s report. 
Miss Goodhue who held the same position last year, has 
given general satisfaction and won the esteem and good will 
of the people of the community, as well as the school chil- 
dren. The use of the syllables; and more emphasis which 
has been placed upon ear-training, with the effort for more 
sweetness and less harsh and boisterousness of tone, used 
this year, is an improvement. 


DRAWING. 


Some attention has been given this art by the regular 
teachers, but it is impossible to make the work a success 
without some one to supervise and direct it. The training 
of this useful, imaginative and refining art is far too valua- 
ble to be wholly neglected. The best means for filling this 
position is to employ some one who is supervisor of the 
same subject in other towns, who would give a part of her 
time to the work in this district. 


BOOKS AND SUPPLIES, 


A number of old books were rebound under the direction 
of the chairman of the school board last year. The super- 
intendent has endeavored to use as many as possible of the 
books which are on hand, and still there are some books 
which cannot likely be used. We have endeavored to pur- 
chase no books which cannot be put into immediate perma- 
nent and good use. The teachers have used the strictest 
economy in use of books and supplies. 

The manner in which some children use school books is 
a shame. We urge the co-operation of parents in our en- 
deavors to teach children the proper care of books and 
school property. Such careless use of books is very ex- 
pensive as well as a wrong training for the children. It is 
said that the average life of a school book should be five 
or six years. We have been obliged to replace some of our 
books within a year, and even in some cases, new books 
have been entirely ruined within two or three months. 
Exeept for the supplying of worn out books the appropria- 
tion needed for books next year should be less. As soon as 
convenient, some new language books ought to be pur- 
chased. 

One very objectionable feature of the free text book plan 
is the fact that the books must be handled by all the chil- 
dren, thus giving the great opportunity for transmission of 
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disease germs. Careless use of books increases this danger. 
We attempt to avoid this as much as possible. Also an 
order has been issued that there shall be no interchanging 
of pencils. Each pupil must have his individual pencil. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


The village schools are well housed in the very attractive, 
convenient, well heated and well ventilated building which 
is kept in a most excellent condition by the Janitor, Mr. 
Putnam. A faithful trustworthy janitor is an essential 
factor for the success of the schools. 

A change of seats in the fourth and fifth grade room is 
imperative. The seats now in use are in a good condition, 
but they are much too small for the children. It is very 
injurious for children to sit in such ill-fitting seats. Those 
now in use might supply some of the poor ones in the rural 
schools and new larger adjustable seats be put in this room. 

The rural school buildings are generally in good repair. 
The Abbott Hill building needs some minor repairs. Some- 
thing certainly should be done to improve the shed and 
out-buildings of the West village school. There has been 
some talk of moving the building. Some plan should be 
settled upon and presented at the district meeting. 

Much that. was given in the superintendent’s report of 
last year is applicable this year, yet it is needless to repeat it. 

There is still some lack of knowledge or misunderstand- 
ing in reference to the laws of school attendance and truant 
cases. Copies of the sections of the School Law pertain- 
ing to truants, non-attendance, employment certificates, em- 
ployment of schoo] children, etc., may be obtained on appli- 
cation to the superintendent. The justice of these laws is 
unquestionable, and it is the duty of the school officers to 
see that the laws are enforced. The public schools are 
maintained for the good of the commonwealth, and all citi- 
zens are under obligations to comply with its laws and regu- 
lations. It is also the duty of every parent to loyally sup- 
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port the work of the teachers and schools in general. Such 
support is always best for the individual as well as for the 
schools. 

The general interest and loyal support of the people and 
officers of the school district in the welfare and success of 
the schools are very encouraging. Especially would we like 
to commend and thank the school children for their faithful 
attendance, good conduct and earnest work in school. ‘This 
is not said as a matter of course. With a few exceptions 
the school children have done exceptionally well in conduct 
and school work. | | 

We realize that the tax-payers of the district make a 
hard, faithful effort financially and otherwise to support and 
maintain our schools, and we believe that generally the chil- 
dren appreciate and are making the most of opportunities 
they have. The people of the district have reason to be 
proud of their schools. 

The superintendent is very grateful for the personal and 
official favors and support which he has received from 
school officers, teachers, school children and people of the 
district.

REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF HIGH 
SCHOOL. 


To the Superintendent of the Wilton Schools :— 


The High school has had a very successful year both as 
regards the number of pupils and the character of the work 
done. | 

Four: graduated last June and in September sixteen en- 
tered, thus more than making up in numbers for the loss 
of those: who had dropped out. 

The course of study for secondary schools of New Hamp- 
shire, has been closely followed and thus far in all the 
studies we have been able to keep up with the schedule 
without sacrificing any thing in thoroughness except in 
individual cases. As to these individual cases I may say 
that I think one great need of our High school is a more 
unyielding insistence upon a thorough preparation for its 
entering pupils. 

Pupils who do not have a fair comprehension of the 
English language or can not reason out fair problems in 
arithmetic can not do the work insisted upon by the State 
authorities, and such pupils are not only working at great 
disadvantage themselves but are a handicap to the work 
of the school. | 

In this connection | would also call attention to the 
fact that the co-operation of the parents, in many cases 
at least, is necessary. The State Superintendent insists 
that we cover a definite amount of work each year, the ac- 
complishment of which requires outside study on the part 
of the pupils and this can be assured only with the assist- 
ance of the parents. 
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Our chemical laboratory has been greatly improved, thus 
giving our pupils a good opportunity for individual work, 
which privilege has been earnestly taken. advantage of by 
our present class in chemistry.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF 
MUSIC. 


To the Superintendent of Schools :— 


Again the time has come when the work of the year 
must be briefly reviewed, and when we consider whether 
the work has been better than that of the preceding year. 
I believe we may say it has and that honest effort has been 
crowned with a fair degree of success. 

The children of the first and second grades have worked 
their more or less tuneful ways through the sounds of the 
scale in its different relations; have taken rote songs ap- 
propriate to the time and season; and here has been done 
more individual work than elsewhere. 

A large part of the work of the third year is devoted 
to sight reading and this is continued throughout the upper 
grades. ‘Technical terms are studied from this time on, and 
by the end of the year pupils are able to read readily the 
syllables in the less difficult keys. Two part music is here 
introduced. 

The fourth grade is able to take up two part work effec- 
tively and by a process of evolution this develops into three 
part work in the upper grades. Of necessity the work is a 
repetition. 

In the upper grades are continued as many of the prin- 
ciples and as much of the practice of sight singing as may 
be possible under the existing conditions. 

The work in the High school has been along the line of 
three and four part music for the greater part of the year. 
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Probably no one thing in after life gives so much pleas- 
ure to people as music in its different forms. The better 
the knowledge and taste formed in school of this art, the 
more enjoyment later.

The total number of session 
absences was nearly 11,000 the past year, an average of 
about 30 for each pupil. This is far more than it should be. 
Certificates in the rural schools and a banner in the village 
schools have been used as an incentive to better attendance. 
We hope the next report will make a better showing.
